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Grass Lake School seeks Ed Fund increase

Last spring, the small Grass 
Lake School District 36 was not 
lucky enough to stave off financial 
woes* with a one-year waiver of the 
tax cap for the 2002 levy year. The 
measure would have provided the 
school with money needed, about 
$300,000, to keep the school run- 
ning without having to revert to 
cuts. 

The board of education decided 
to seek a straight Education Fund 
increase rather than another tax 
waiver for the November election. 

Supt. James Beveridge said, "We 



are seeking a $.44 increase from 
$1.99 to $2.43. A homeowner with a 
$100,000 home will expect to pay 
about $130." 

To keep the school afloat, about 
$800,000 in tax anticipation war- 
rants have been issued. This action 
allows the school to borrow against 
future property tax revenues. 

"It's really robbing Peter to pay 
Paul," said Beveridge. "Somewhere 
down the line, we'll have a cash flow 
problem because of it. This money is 
outstanding." 

Adding to the school's bud- 
getary problems is the loss of grant 
money from the state. "About 25 
grants were eliminated all together," 



said Beveridge. "The state sees us as 
a wealthy district because we get 
$5,200 per student, but of course 
that isn't the way the money comes 



in,

Beveridge said quite a few of the 
schools programs would have to be 
cut. He added, "We're not even sure 
exacUy how much (state) aid we are 
going to get.'' 

According to Beveridge, District 
36, with an enrollment of about 300 
students, hasn't seen an Education 
Fund increase since 1989. 

"Everyone is hurting financial- 
ly," he said. "There are 542 schools 
in Uie state of Illinois that operating 
in deficit." 



Commissioner Bob McCarty 
saw no favoritism from fellow mem- 
bers of the combined planning and 
zoning board when he excused 
self from the board to make reqi 
for variations for his business prop- 
erty, Lake Shore Storage. 

Though Bob Silhan, director of 
planning, zoning and building for 
the Village of Antioch, pointed out 
that the property had been zoned 
M-l (Industrial) for the past 25 
years, commissioners concerns 
were, largely to protect the sur- 
rounding residents. 

McCarty is seeking to have prop- 
erty setbacks reduced or eliminated 
so he can add one building to store 
snow removal vehicles, and change

Village attorney Don Anderson 
spelled out what criteria must be 
met to grant a variance. He said the 
petitioner must show hardship, and 
mat hardship must be something 
that is not in the control of the peti- 
tioner. "This, ensures it will not 



merely serve as a convenience to the 

applicant." 

Commissioner Brad Ipsen said 
he problems granting the variances 
to McCarty as he could see no real 
hardship to McCarty. He added, 
"There is no guarantee that he'll put 
the equipment in storage." 

McCarty said a special building 
would have to be built for the "cat", 
(snow removal vehicle), as it's too 
tall to fit in one of his regular storage 
buildings. Of the second variance 
request to allow for a larger building, 
McCarty argued that it would bene- 
fit the surrounding residents as it 
would eliminate lights and traffic on 
the backside of the building that 
abuts the residential property. 

Residents complained about 
some actions of McCarty, or the 
contractors he hired to do work for 
him, during public comment. 

Resident George Close, who 
could not be present at the meeting, 
sent a correspondence to the board 
asking it to consider mat Uie near 
proximity of the business to his 
homeland the elimination of Uie 
setbacks would diminish his proper- 
ty value.

Bom in Tegeas, Greece in 1918, 
she was educated in the U.S., 
attending Northwestern University, 
and earning her law degree from 
DePaul University.

Ryback addresses budget concerns

Illinois' budget is a chief concern 
of Glenn Ryback (D-Wadsworth) who 
hopes to unseat incumbent Adeline 
Geo-Karis (R-Zion) in the race for state 
senator in District 31. 

"I am not a part of the current 
Springfield culture that has put the 
state $2 billion in debt, cut funding

olitical and military oppres- 
sion has a way of hiding sto- 
ries on topics that we think 
have been told so many times 
mat there is nothing new to say. 
Currently on the film festival circuit is 
the documentary "Blind Spot: Hitler's 
Secretary," a film about the German 
dictator's last days as told by his 
young, impressionable assistant in her 
dying days as an old woman. While 
that film is a definite downer, "The 
Optimists," as the name so aptly 
implies, is a celebration of the human 
spirit. It is a story not only about the 
50,000 Jews who were slated for exter- 
mination and ultimately saved but 
also of the non-Jewish Bulgarian citi- 
zens and politicians who stood in the 
face of Nazism to prevent what was 
certain deportation and death of their 
friends. 

Hitler came to power in 1933 and 
soon after books were being burned. 
Later, radios were taken so that it 
would be difficult for Jews to know . 
what was going on in the "outside" 
'world. Prior" films on the Holocaust 
document the step by step process to 
the "final solution"— -death camps. 
This film poises us on the "slippery 
slope," where you wake up one day 
and realize that your worse fears have 
not-so-suddenly become a reality. 

Jacky and Lisa Comforty, resi- ! 
dents of Evanston, have worked on 
the film for over 12 years. They have 
collected 155 hours of interviews, 
over 5,000 photos of pre-war and 
wartime Bulgaria, and many hours of 



archival footage as well as docu- 
ments, artifacts and sound record- 
ings. Jacky found more than 2,000 
photos from his deceased grand- 
mother, stored away in plastic bags 
and shoe boxes, and the archival 
rolling and still film of the era gives 
the film a unique personal touch. 

As Hitler conquered Poland, 
France and other regions, Bulgaria 
became their ally, in part because they 
were Germany's main trading partner. 

We know about citizens that hid 
Jews, but what is striking about this, 
story is that because of a history of 
integration of Jews in Bulgaria, the 
non-Jewish Bulgarians did things 
such as participate in spontaneous 
marches of protest in numbers 
exceeding 10,000. They also urged 
their politicians to confront the

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Baking sheet: One or two baking sheets: greased and sprinkled with commeal or 
Teflon. Number of sheets depends on number of loaves made and size of oven. 

Preparation: Starter (8 minutes): In a large bowl, dissolve honey in 1 cup warm water 
and add yeast. Stir to dissolve and let rest until creamy. Add 1/2 cup each white and 
whole wheat flours to make thick batter. Add balance of two flours to make a shaggy 
mass that can be worked .with the hands. Knead for 3 minutes. Toss in liberal sprinkles of 
white flour if slack or sticky. 

(4 hours or overnight) Cover bowl with plastic wrap and then leave it at room temper- 
ature (70 to 75 degrees F) for at lest 4 hours. Left overnight it will develop even more fla- 
vor and strength. 

Dough (10 minutes): Pour 2 cups of warm water (105 to 115 degrees F) over starter. 
Stir with large wooden spoon or rubber scraper to break up dough. Add salt. Place 2 
cups each of white and whole wheat flours at the side of the mixing bowl - and add equal 
parts of each, 1/1 cup at a time, first stirring with utensil and then working it with the 
hands. It may take slightly more white flour to make a mass that is not sticky. Lift from 
the bowl with the hands. 

Kneading (8 minutes): Place the dough on floured work surface and begin to knead . 
the dough aggressively with a strong 1-2-3 motion of push-tum-fold. 
Once in a while, lift the dough high above the work surface and bring it down with a crash 
to speed process. Do this 3 or 4 times and then resume kneading. Dough will be moist, 
'solid and a pleasure to work. 

First rising (3 - 4 hours): Return the dough to the bowl (washed and greased), cover 
tightly with. plastic wrap and leave it at room temperature (70 to 75 degrees F) to double 

in volume, oyer 3 hours. 

Shaping (10 minutes): Push down dough and turn out on well-floured work surface. 

Divide dough into desired number of pieces and shape with cupped hands into tight balls. 

vReserve 1 cup of dough to make wheat stalks later, if desired. Place on baking sheet and 

press tops down to. flatten slightly. 

Second rising (2-1/2 hours): The loaves are left under waxed paper to triple in size, 
about 2-1/2 hours at room temperature. 

Decorating: Wheat stalks: These need a large round hearth loaf that measures at 
least 12 inches across to do the stalks justice. Shortly before the loaf or loaves are com- 
pletely raised, divide the reserved cup of dough into 3 pieces. Roll each into a long 
strand 12 to 14 inches long. Place them parallel and, beginning 4 inches from one end, 
braid to that end. Turn strands around and separate to make it convenient to cut the 
wheat design on each. With sharp-pointed scissors, make small cuts down 5 inches of 
strand -alternating right, center and left— to create grains of wheat protruding from the 
stalk before harvest. Leave remainder of stalk uncut and bare. Repeat pattern for each 
strand. Lightly brush top of loaf with water and carefully position the wheat decoration. 
Fan the upper stalks apart. 

Baking (425 degrees, 30-50 minutes): Preheat over 20 minutes before baking and 
place broiler pan on the bottom shelf. Five minutes before the bread goes in the oven, 
pour 1 cup hot tap water in the pan to create a moist, steamy oven. Place the loaves on 
the middle shelf. Midway through the bake period, shift loaves to balance the effect of 
the oven's heat. Loaves are done when golden brown. Bottom crust will sound hard and 

hollow when tapped with a forefinger.

Treasurer Robert Skidmore, 
Republican, and Roycealee J.

plant, both to be located in a huge popula- 
tion center in Lake County Furthermore, I 
applauded her vote last month to change the 
zoning in the are of a long abandoned indus- 
trial site in Lake County to pave the way for a 
long term plan of revitalization and beautifi- 
cation near the lake shore. It is surely a plan 

that has been long overdo.

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Are we protecting our kids right out of their success? 



Hi Everybody, I heard something in 
'. my office this week that was just 
"itching" to be a column so, 
instead of answering a question 
this week, I will comment on what I believe is 
a very important thing. 

Let me first set up the situation: I had a 
mom tell me that she was very concerned 
about why her child wasn't doing well in 
school. Keep in mind that this kid did my 
program and his skills wore more than ade- 
quate! She mentioned that each time he was 
asked to do his homework at home, he 
would either pout or cry or get angry until he 
either got out of it or his mom and dad 
helped him do it. I logically told this mom 
that if she continued to let this child's emo- 
tional outbursts get him out of homework, or 
bring her near-by, the behavior would con- 
tinue and nothing would ever improve. I was 
flabbergasted at her response, but after 
thinking about it, I noticed mat I have seen a 
lot of other examples of it in our society. She 
told me that she couldn't bear to see her 
child struggle and that she would do any- 
thing to stop his struggle. While.I can appre- 
ciate her feelings as a mother, I immediately 
responded back to her that the struggle is 
what creates the growth and the learning and 
the character. The struggle is the gold. It is 
where the essence of appreciation comes 
from (have you ever met someone who never 
had to struggle for anything in their lives- 
they are pretty scary people.) It is also some- 
thing imperative for all parents to allow their 
kids to do in their safe presence so they don't 
have to do it for the first time out in the 
world by themselves. 

Now, for diose of you who diink I am a 
nasty person, cool your jets while I explain! 
Optimum struggle is Uie absolute key to 
achieving greatness. There is not one famous 
person who I can think of who didn't have to 
go through some struggle to get.to the top. In 
fact, I heard about a recent study of the top

10 richest people in the world. They asked 
these people about their past educational 
and work experiences. Each one of them 
reported being fired from many jobs prior to 
reaching the tiling they were great at. Each 
one of them reported past failures. Some of 
them reported not doing extraordinarily well 
in school. I am not trying to align riches with 
success, however, I am hoping you under- . 
stand that out of struggle for success arises 
the real power and the strong human being 
inside each one of us! I also had to work 
extraordinarily hard to get where I am today 
too. 1 had my share of failures. Each one lead 
to something else that was wonderful. The 
struggle was the very thing that made me as 
strong as I am now, and I am pretty strong! 
We seem to have a fear of struggle and a 
fear of failure in our society. I see (his mani- 
festing itself primarily with kids and school 
performance. We will run circles around kids 
to protect them from their weaknesses. We 
contrive situations to make them feel just as 
successful as anyone else without the same 
level of effort. Specifically, recently, I have 
seen many examples of lowering standards 
to make things easier on kids. I have seen 
grades done away with so no one gets their 
self-esteem hurt when they don't do well. If 
you don't measure anything, I guess you 
cannot tell how poorly you are doing. I have 
seen kids who are distractible being put into 
perfectly contrived situations so that there is 
nothing to be distracted by. I have seen par- 
ents do homework for kids or let, kids not do 
homework because it is causing the child

some stress. Tin's is the absolute wrong thing 
to do to these kids. 

We do not live in a stress free world. We 
do not live in a world with no standards. The 
adult world and the work world have plenty • 
of standards and we all know how harsh it 
can be. Why are we handling these kids with 
"kid gloves" when we should be training 
them to handle what they need to successful- 
ly. In the program 1 run, everyday, I see 
examples of kids who have been told they 
cannot do more than what they are doing. 
Kids who have had the standards changed 
for them.TCids whose parents don't want to 
watch them struggle so they just allow them 
to not do the work or be responsible for 
themselves. This is just so wrong. These kids 
can do it when given the right kind of mind- 
set! 

Now, do not assume here that I am say- 
ing that we should load kids up with things 
that are way above them or way too hard for 
them. I am saying that we should not design 
everything to be easy enough for them to 
handle without any struggle. The optimum 
place for a child to be operating is at a level 
of medium struggle. Just at the place where 
they have to work to get to the answer, but 
not be totally overwhelmed. If that means • 
that we break things down into smaller parts 
and then build it back up into the whole, 
that's what it means. But taking it away and 
giving a much easier thing to do or to say so 
we don't have to see the child upset, ever, is 
just plain unrealistic. 

. Another thing that can happen from this 
is that kids can develop a bad habit around 
being asked to work. If their modus operandi 
is to cry or get angry when they are presented 
with work, and that has worked to get them 
out of it in the past, they will continue to use 
it even if the work isn't that hard for them 
anymore. That is a common thing I see with 
kids who see me. They have some processing 
issues to begin with, but somewhere along 
the way, someone has decided to lighten 
their load when they get upset, so now they 
get upset for any work at all. Does it mean 
that their processing is getting worse? No 
way! It means that the behavior worked . 
before and they are just using it again. 

I was very saddened to hear this mom 
say this, but I felt good that at least I could 
say this to her and to you. Challenge your 
kids! Don't ever let them get out of work 
because of tears or anger. Help them learn 
how to break something down into smaller 
parts so it isn't as scary. If you feel there is a 
processing issue or behavior issue going on, 
call me and we can get that out of the way. 
You see, it is best to Fix what needs fixing and 
let the child be responsible for himself or 
herself as much as possible in his or her life. 
Making things easier or letting a child not do 
something because it is hard, is creating a 
very sad and dangerous path for that child. I 
want to make sure all of your kids do not go 
down that p a till

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Young women vvitli a self-attacking anti- 
body may have an increased stroke risk, 
according to the first study of its kind pub- 
lished in the October issue of Stroke: Journal 
of the American Heart Association. 

Antiphospholipid antibodies are autoanti- -■ 
bodies - rather than fighting a foreign infectious 
source they're directed against the body's own 
tissues. They increase the chances of blood 
clotting, a cause of ischemic stroke. 

"Our findings support a modest associa- 
tion between antiphospholipid antibodies 
(aPL) and stroke in young women. Along with 
other studies, this suggests that aPL may affect 
stroke risk across age range and in both gen- 
ders," says lead author Robin L Brey, M.D., 
professor of medicine, division of neurology at 
University of Texas Health Science Center at 
San Antonio. 

Researchers examined stored, frozen 
blood samples from participants in the Stroke 



in Young Women study. Participants were 
ages 15 to 44. Researchers examined the 
blood from 160 women treated for stroke and 
340 women with no history of stroke,- to detect 
two kinds of antiphospholipid antibodies. 

" Researchers used several different kinds of 
laboratory tests. One measured the amount 

. of antibody in the patient's blood and the 
other measured the effect of the antibody in 
blood-clot formation. 

After considering the presence of other 
major risk factors for stroke, researchers 
found that women with antiphospholipid 
antibodies were 1.87 times more likely to have 
a stroke. 

An accompanying editorial by Stanley 
Tuhrim, M.D. and Steven R. Levine,.M.D., 
notes that several key questions remain 
about the role of these antibodies and cur- 
rent data suggest a possible association with 
stroke risk.

A Fox Lake marina owner is denying a law- 
suit filed against Lake County Sheriff Gary Del 

Re for allegedly ignoring towing business is 
politically motivated. 

"To my surprise, I have been stopped and 
congratulated by many people saying that it is 
good that someone stood up to the Sheriffs 
Department," Jakstas said. "I met with Bonnie 
Thomson Carter of the Lake County Board 
more man one and one-half years ago to try 
and work this out. I did not want to sue the 
county, but the Sheriffs Department has 
blackballed me. Six months ago, I reminded 
Carter about the situation, and later, but she 
did not do anything," Jakstas said. 

Carter said: "I don't recall talking to Pete 
to try and set up a meeting with the Sheriffs 
Department. It is not an issue that the Law and 
Judicial Committee, nor the county board, 
would get involved in." 

Jakstas filed the civil suit in Federal Court 
He is seeking $600,000 in damages. Attorney 
Richard Grossman represents Jakstas' lawsuit. 
Grossman said the defendant has 20 days to 
respond to the lawsuit, expected to be served 
this week. Of the funds sought, $150,000 are 
for compensation, $450,000 for punitive in 
nature. 

"After Sheriff Del Re was re-elected in 
1998, Mineola Marine received fewer and 
fewer calls for tows. I attended a fund-raiser 
for Willie Smith (Del Re's opposition in the last 
primary) and Del Re had people there taking 
names. Inquiring into the situation, Jakstas 
was informed by one of the Sheriffs cam- 
paign, managers, Thomas Crichton, that the 
towing had stopped because of Jakstas' politi-

cal support to the opposition. Crichton 
offered to take a substantial campaign contri- 
bution back to Sheriff Del Re and get Mineola 
back on the approved list of boat towing com- 
panies, the suit contends. 

Jakstas is supporting another Del Re 
opponent, Democrat Charles "Chuck" Fagan 
in the Nov. 5 election. 

For most of the 49 years in business, 
Mineola Marine received up to 85 percent of 
referrals from Lake County Sheriffs 
Department. For $50,000 per year in revenue. 

Jakstas stated that he has done business 
on the Chain O' Lakes for 49 years out of 
Mineola Marina. His firm has the best knowl- 
edge and equipment for towing of boats. He 
recalled one incident when an "approved" 
boat towing firm could not handle the situa- 
tion and he was called. "Boat owners have 
been told to, 'take what we give you'," Jakstas 
said. 

Mineola Marine has a fleet of three towing 
craft for use on the Chain O' Lakes, and is, "the 
largest, oldest and best-equipped marine 
repair shop and service center in Lake 
County," the lawsuit states. The complaint, 
filed at Northern District of Illinois, east divi- 
sion, seeks a declaratory injunction and relief 
since the defendant's allege actions, "interfere 
with the plaintiffs prospective economic 
advantage." 

Carter, Lake County Board member who 
represents the Chain O' Lakes area, agrees 
with that contention. 

The suit says the reduction in calls for 
Mineola Marine started in 1999. In the 2000 
boating season, Jakstas received no referrals 
from the Lake County Sheriffs office. 

This is the second such lawsuit filed 
against Del Re's towing policies.

Lake County Forest Preserves approved 
purchase of a 1.5-acre parcel along the Des 
Plaines River Trail in Vernon Township for 
$200,706. 

The new purchase marks the 22nd 
acquisition and increases the total of 
Forest Preserves in Lake County to 24,340 

acres. 

Des Plaines River Purchase 

The 1.5-acre trail corridor parcel is located 
on the west side of the river across from the 
Ryerson Conservation Area and is part of the 
planned extension of the Des Plaines River 
Trail. It is part of an effort undertaken by the 
Forest Preserve District in 1997 to acquire 15 



parcels, ranging in size from 0.1 to 3.7 acres to 
provide a route for the Des Plaines River Trail. 
So far, all but two of the parcels have been 
secured for the trail. 

The purchase provides a route for the 
planned Greenway and extends the southern 
section of the Des Plaines River Trail, the 
backbone of a planned countywide network of 
over 100 miles of regional trails.

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Resolve Employment Disputes Without 
Lawsuits By Scott T. Flclscbmann 

Several years ago, I Interviewed a candidate who told me thai he had 
sued his last four employers. As a logical and reasonable human being, 
I had to ask myself why I would want to hire this person. I neither had 
the ur£c to be sued m>sclf nor did I want the company that I worked for 
to be sued. Hopefully he got a job with another company. 

In our litigious society il seems that everyone Is suing someone for 
something. You may have guessed my bias about tills tendency Is that 
most lawsuits arc nonproductive and superfluous. Since my back- 
ground Is employment, let me stale thai II very seldom pays to sue an 
employer. j 

Yes we hear about the famous lawsuits that have been won. But for 
every DIG WINNER there are thousands of losers and winners of 
amounts thai just barely cover lite legal fees that have been paid. 

So, why are people so willing to sue their employers? Because we are 
told that we should Special interest groups have convinced us that the 
only logical way to handle a mistreatment Is to sue for damages. Au con- 
train?. The only ones who benefit in most lawsuits arc the lawyers. 

Let's look a! die various options. Certainly suing is one option. The 
danger, however, is that one may eventually be in a position of the can- 
didate thai I interviewed In most cases, the anxiety and stress of a law- 
suit is not worth the results that are ultimately realised 

Another option is to realize thai life is not fair. People are not fair. 
Many companies are not fair. Therefore, those of us who arc not treat- 
ed fairly should not have expected anything more. Once one realizes 
this irudi It is easier to sec other options. 

Firstly, any worker that feels unfairly treated can communicate thai 
feeling openly and honestly. It is always best to talk with the manager to 
whom you report first Most good managers appreciate such candor, as 
long as It Is presented with gentleness and respect Any anger or resent- 
ment will be immediately visible to the manager. 

However, it is good to remember thai "fairness" Is a relative term. A 
manager may not see a given situation the same as an employee. 
Therefore, enter any such conversation with an open mind Good man- 
agers will. If this conversation brings no satisfaction the human 
resources department or a higher manager may help. In fact, if a law- 
suit becomes necessary, this may be seen as a step the employee initial- 
ed to resolve the problem. 

Another possibility is to seek input from those who arc neutral. 
Friends, family, a pastor or even an employment counselor can help to 
balance ones perspective. 

Finally, if all else fails, finding a new job where one will be treated 
more fairly Is always an option. Every organization has a different cul- 
ture. Wlille some may appreciate a given employees unique skills and 
experience, other won't Every employee needs to find the employer 
where he or site is most appreciated. 

Laws to protect those who are mistreated on the job arc good. 
However, the big settlements that we occasionally read aboul are the 
exceptions not the rule. Most who take on a large organization are 
not successful. Unless the case Is solid, there may be better options.
